DOREEN RAO’s distinguished career as a 
conductor and teacher links the standards of 
professional performance with the goals of 
music education. Celebrated for her spirited 
and moving concerts, Dr. Rao’s commitment 
to choral music is recognized in her world- 
wide appearances as conductor, masterclass 
teacher, and lecturer, and in her award win- 
ning publications. 


Awarded the University of Toronto Elmer 
Iseler Chair in Conducting (1999), Doreen 
Rao heads the Faculty of Music graduate 
program in conducting. Since 1988 she has 
served as Director of Choral Programs con- 
ducting the U of T MacMillan Singers, and 
the University Women’s Chorus. She also 
teaches advanced choral conducting, gradu- 
ate courses in music education, and regu- 
larly conducts the U of T Symphony Orches- 
tra and Choirs in performances of major 
works with an emphasis on 20th century 
music. In collaboration with her music edu- 
cation colleagues, Dr. Rao directs and ad- 
vises an extensive professional development 
and research program in partnership with the 
Toronto District School Board. 


During her long association with the Chi- 
cago Symphony Orchestra, Doreen Rao 
served as assistant conductor of the Chicago 
Symphony Chorus under the direction of 
Margaret Hillis, her teacher and mentor. As 
Music Director and Conductor of the cel- 
ebrated Glen Ellyn Children’s Chorus, Dr. 
Rao prepared her young singers for concerts, 
tours, and recorded performances that won 
four Grammy Awards and a Grand Prix du 
Disque under Sir Georg Solti, Margaret 
Hillis, and James Levine. Her choirs per- 
formed regularly with the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra under the direction of 
Leonard Slatkin and as invited guests of the 
Oregon Bach Festival for performances with 
Helmuth Rilling.

People’s Concerts, Doreen Rao’s innovative

Sing with the Symphony school concerts were 
introduced by the Toronto Symphony Or- 
chestra during their 1994-95 season to ac- 
tively involve student and family audiences 
in listening as performers. In past seasons 
Dr. Rao conducted similar programs with the 
Regina Symphony and North York Sym- 
phony Orchestras on their regular subscrip- 
tion series. For Newfoundland’s First Inter- 
national Festival 500 Rao conducted the 
world premiere of Gary Kulesha’s Crossings. 


Recognized as one of the world’s leading ex- 
perts on young choirs, Doreen Rao founded 
the American Choral Directors Association’s 
National Committee on Children’s Choirs 
and inspired the children’s choir movement 
in America. In a pioneering career of “firsts” 
Dr. Rao has conducted honor choirs, all-state 
choirs, festival choirs, and all-world choirs 
for numerous national and international con- 
ferences and audiences around the world. In 
a national tribute presented to her by the 
American Choral Directors Association the 
eminent American conductor Robert Shaw 
wrote: “The world of choral music owes her 
special thanks. She is preparing our future.” 
Canadian Journalist Bronwyn Drainie de- 
scribed Doreen Rao as “a brilliant artist and 
teacher...whose methods and materials 
could re-energize the art of singing in our 
schools.” 


Drawing on her performance experience, 
teaching expertise, and research efforts 
Doreen Rao’s Choral Music Experience con- 
cept of music performance as music educa- 
tion serves as the theoretical foundation of 
her influential publications including her 
choral textbooks and her extensive choral 
music series which she advises and edits for 
Boosey & Hawkes. Dedicated to the art of 
choral singing and the future of music edu- 
cation, Doreen Rao founded the CME Insti- 
tute for Choral Teacher Education, an inter- 
national professional development and re- 
search center for teachers, conductors, schol- 
ars, and composers. 


Dr. Rao is the recipient of numerous honors 
and awards including the 1997 Phi Mu AI- 
pha Sinfonia National Citation for her sig- 
nificant and lasting contribution to the cause 
of American music. She has been honored 
by the YWCA as Outstanding Leader in the 
Arts and Culture, by her colleagues of the 
American Choral Directors Association for 
her commitment to choral excellence, and by 
a CBS television documentary calling her 
musical achievements “extraordinary.” 


LYDIA ADAMS enjoys a long 16-year as- 
sociation with the world-renowned Elmer 
Iseler Singers stemming from the time she 
began with the Singers as their pianist. She 
was appointed interim Music Director of the 
Elmer Iseler Singers in February 1998 and 
later that year became the full time conduc- 
tor of the choir. Ms. Adams is also celebrat- 
ing her 13 season as conductor of the 
Amadeus Choir of Greater Toronto. Under 
her direction, the Amadeus Choir has expe- 
rienced tremendous musical and organiza- 
tional growth. Her successful initiatives in- 
clude the realization of the Choir’s move to 
the George Weston Recital Hall in North York 
as Choir in Residence, the production of the 
Choir’s first CD. Ring-a the News!, commis- 
sioning four major works from Canadian 
composers, establishing the Choir’s interna- 
tional Christmas Carol and Chanukah Song 
Writing Competition, and launching and ed- 
iting the Amadeus Choir Series, published 
by Gordon V. Thompson. A native of Glace 
Bay, Nova Scotia, Ms. Adams received her 
musical education at Mount Allison Univer- 
sity in New Brunswick, and at the National 
Opera Studio and the Royal College of Mu- 
sic, both in London, England. Winner of the 
Sir Adrian Boult conducting award, Lydia 
also conducted the prestigious Ontario Youth 
Choir in 1992. In 1996, the Ontario Award, 
as one of 27 individuals who have made sig- 
nificant contribution to the growth of choral 
music in Ontario. In 1997, on International 
Women’s Day, Lydia Adams received the 
“Award for Outstanding Achievement” pre- 
sented by the Women’s Intercultural Network 
of Toronto. She is also a recipient of the 1997 


City of Scarborough Bi-Centennial Civic 
Award of Merit. 


As Founder and Artistic Director of TAPES- 
TRY New Opera Works, WAYNE 
STRONGMAN has championed the work of 
Canadian writers and composers: Tapestry is 
the leading developer and producer of Cana- 
dian music theatre. He has served as Music 
Director for many outstanding Tapestry pro- 
ductions, including the award-winning 
Nigredo Hotel by Nic Gotham and Ann-Marie 
MacDonald, No No Miya by Rudolf 
Komorous, Passion by Stephen Sondheim, 
and Still the Night by Theresa Tova. Recently 
he directed a workshop performance at the 
Latvian National Opera in Riga of Banuta 
Rubess and Nic Gotham’s new opera, Oh Pi- 
lot, which will receive it’s Canadian premiere 
in April as part of the du Maurier World Stage 
Festival. He is currently overseeing the de- 
velopment of Mark Brownell and Chan Ka 
Nin’s Iron Road, a new bilingual opera (Can- 
tonese/English) to premiere at the Elgin Thea- 
tre, Toronto in November 2000. 


As Artistic Director of the newly established 
Rosedale Concerts, Mr. Strongman has 
quickly established the series as one of the 
most exciting and eclectic concert venues in 
the city. The season opened to great acclaim 
on November 14 with veteran Stratford actor 
William Hutt in Shakespeare and Music with 
the Rosedale Choir and the Toronto Senior 
Strings. In January 2000, Mr. Strongman will 
music direct the Globe Theatre Regina pro- 
duction of Jon Marans’ Pulitzer award-win- 
ning play, The Old Wicked Songs. 


Frequently chosen to conduct the premiere of 
new vocal works for CBC Radio, Mr. 
Strongman is Adjunct Professor in Conduct- 
ing at the University of Toronto’s Faculty of 
Music. He has directed the Canadian pre- 
mieres of numerous choral works, notably the 
Gorecki Miserere at the Glenn Gould Studio, 
and Christos Hatzis’ Kyrie, for the Kitchener 
Waterloo Symphony’s “Open Your Ears” Fes- 
tival.

Choir, Hamilton, where he led the 110-voice 
symphonic choir to new professional heights 
and expanded repertoire. The choir per- 
formed premieres of works by Canadian 
composers Harry Freedman, Nic Gotham, 
Marjan Mozetich and Rodney Sharman. Mr. 
Strongman directed the Choir in several in- 
ternational events including the Global Ex- 
press unveiling for Bombardier with an origi- 
nal score by Rene Dupere, the Three Tenors 
concert at Skydome, and the nationally tel- 
evised Canada Day ceremonies on Parliament 
Hill in the presence of Her Majesty Queen 
Elizabeth. 


Soprano LORNA MACDONALD enjoys a 
busy and varied career as singer, voice teacher 
and Head of Voice Studies at the University 
of Toronto. She has been the recipient of 
many musical awards including prizes from 
the Metropolitan Opera, Chicago Lyric Op- 
era, Dallas and Fort Worth Opera guilds, 
NATS, and the National Opera Association. 
Last year she was recognized from among 
Ontario’s university professors with the pres- 
tigious OCUFA Teaching Award for “teach- 
ing excellence and outstanding contributions 
to university teaching.” 


She has performed a variety of lyric- 
coloratura roles in both opera and oratorio 
to critical acclaim, and her singing has been 
described “astonishing in its brightness, agil- 
ity and projection”(Halifax), “bright and 
sparkling” (Toronto) and “an absolute jewel” 
(Edmonton). Among her operatic roles are 
Despina, Gretel, Adele, Susanna, Barbarina, 
Musetta, Rose, Marie, Josephine, Mabel, 
Carolina, Norina and Baby Doe. A review 
of her performance of Bach’s cantata 
Jauchzet Gott noted “The silvery ring of her 
voice and the alert musical control of her 
technique were the kind to send chills down 
the spine.” (Halifax Mail Star). Her perform- 
ances with festivals and regional orchestras 
across the United States and Canada have 
been broadcast nationally in radio and tel- 
evision by the CBC and by PBS. In the past 
two seasons Miss MacDonald has given the 


premiéres or recordings of works written by 
Canadian composers John Greer, Lothar 
Klein, Walter Buczynski and American com- 
poser Joel Phillips, among solo perform- 
ances in Ottawa, London, Toronto, Halifax, 
France, Bermuda and the US. Collaborations 
this season include recitals with Guy 
Few,trumpet, and pianist Che Anne Loewen, 
chamber performances with AMICI, Mes- 
siah, and performances in Montreal, Toronto 
and regionally. 


Born in Nova Scotia, Lorna MacDonald is a 
graduate of Dalhousie University and the 
New England Conservatory of Music in Bos- 
ton with post-graduate work in the U.S. and 
Europe. The esteemed singers Eleanor 
Steber and Elena Nikolaidi were among her 
major teachers. Her singing and teaching 
career was based in the United States until 
1994 when she was appointed to the Fac- 
ulty of Music at the University of Toronto. 


The ELMER ISELER SINGERS, a 20- 
voice chamber choir based in Toronto, has 
built an enviable international reputation 
since its debut performance in 1979. 
Founded by and nurtured under the direc- 
tion of the late Dr. Elmer Iseler, the “Dean 
of Canadian Choral Conductors,’ this justly 
celebrated choir makes over 100 appear- 
ances annually throughout Canada and the 
United States. With repertoire that spans 500 
years of choral music, the Elmer Iseler Sing- 
ers are noted for their flawless technique and 
wide interpretive range. Champions of con- 
temporary choral repertoire, the Elmer Iseler 
Singers regularly commission and perform 
new works. The choir is frequently involved 
in radio and television broadcasts and a wide 
variety of recording projects. The Elmer 
Iseler Singers won the Grand Prix du Disque 
(Canada) for “Serenade in Harmony” with 
the Netherlands Chamber Choir, and again 
for “Welcome Yule” and “Laudate 
Dominum.” The Elmer Iseler Singers have 
made many festival appearances including 
the Canada in Holland Festival, the Olym- 
pic Arts Festivals in Seoul and Calgary, the 


Joy of Singing International Choral Festi- 
val in Toronto, and most recently Festival 
500 in Newfoundland. The Elmer Iseler 
Singers are highly valued for their contri- 
butions to master classes and workshops for 
schools and community choirs, and are the 
current Choir-in-Residence at the Univer- 
sity of Toronto. The Elmer Iseler Singers are 
launching 2 new CD’s in 1998. The Maple 
Leaf Forever, recorded on the Opening Day 
label, was released this past spring. The sec- 
ond, Noél will be released in early Novem- 
ber by Marquis Classics in conjunction with 
the Canadian Musical Heritage Society. 


Founded by Doreen Rao in 1994, the Uni- 
versity of Toronto MACMILLAN SING- 
ERS were named to celebrate the legacy of 
Sir Ernest MacMillan, an inspired performer 
and devoted teacher who influenced every 
aspect of Canada’s musical life. Represent- 
ing the Faculty of Music, the young ensem- 
ble has performed and recorded a wide range 
of culturally diverse and distinctive reper- 
toire with a demonstrated commitment to 
20th century choral music. The choir is com- 
prised of undergraduate music students pre- 
paring for careers in vocal performance, 
music education, and composition. Follow- 
ing a triumphant performance of Mozart’s 
Coronation Mass at Lincoln Center, the To- 
ronto Star praised the choir’s concert as “an 
exhilarating sequence of choral and instru- 
mental music’, noting, “the response to their 
well-disciplined and full-hearted perform- 
ance was overwhelming”. The MacMillan 
Singers “On-Campus” concerts are fre- 
quently broadcast on “CJRT Concert”, 91.1 
FM. The Singers have appeared in choral 
workshops, concert, and masterclasses in 
Canada and the United States. 


The Faculty of Music CONCERT CHOIR 
is an ensemble of student musicians whose 
primary instrument may include guitar, pi- 
ano, organ or voice. Through the choral en- 
semble experience they seek to enlarge their 
knowledge of repertoire, to enhance their 
musical ability and to develop strong inter- 
personal skills that prepare them for a pro- 


fessional life in music. This season the Con- 
cert Choir is concentrating on mainstream 
classical choral literature. For tonight’s per- 
formance they are proud to bring a Cana- 
dian flavour to the Noél Frangais programme 
with French-Canadian folksongs that are at 
the core of our Canadian choral heritage. 


The University of Toronto WOMEN’S 
CHORUS, formed in 1986 under the direc- 
tion of Michael Coghlan, has since been con- 
ducted by Ann Cooper Gay, James Pinhorn, 
and it is now conducted by Dr. Doreen Rao. 
The repertoire of the Women’s Chorus spans 
a broad spectrum, from early music to con- 
temporary Canadian composers, and from 
works composed for young voices to the 
more challenging works composed for adult 
treble choruses. The chorus was the first Uni- 
versity of Toronto Choir to receive an award 
in the CBC Radio Choral Competition, 
which led to the commissioning of a work, 
Missa Brevis, by composer Derek Holman. 
The Women’s Chorus embarked on its first 
tour in 1993, to Cornell University in Ithaca, 
New York and: has often premiered new 
works by student composers.

The Faculty of Music is now poised to sustain a leading role in Canada's world class choral 
tradition through the establishment of an international centre for advanced studies in choral 
music. A nexus for artistic and educational collaborations, our university graduate centre will 
support the professional choir-in-residence, visiting artist masterclasses, guest conductors, and a 
world class choral library. I believe this kind of program will turn the light of Canada's choral 
heritage and shine it on Canada's choral future.
